The  flowers  have  high  tight 
centers  throughout  the  season,  and  are  held  erect,  well  above  the  foliage.  The  plants 
are  of  strong,  vigorous,  open  growth.  A  semi-cactus  that  is  easy  to  grow.  Stunts 
are  unknown  in  this  variety.  A  basket  of  12  blooms  won  first  as  the  best  cactus  or 
semi-cactus  at  the  New  York  Show.  A  vase  of  it,  won  first  in  the  color  classes  that 
were  open  to  all.

They  are  held  erect  on  perfect 
stems.  They  are  huge  in  size,  heavily  petaled,  and  of  great  depth.  Flowers  normally 
grow  10  to  12  inches  on  bushes  5  to  6  feet  high.  Clean  open  growth,  with  blooms 
held  well  out  of  the  foliage.  Excellent  habits  all  the  way  through.  Don’t  miss  growing 
this  one.

I  he  exceptional  qualities,  especially  for  an  incurved  cactus  variety,  are  long,  slender, 
yet  erect  stems,  good  size,  9x5  inches  and  an  unusually  bright  color,  which  is  soft 
rose  pink  deepening  at  the  center.  Dark,  healthy,  open  foliage  and  a  profuse  and 
continuous  bloomer.

A  tall  grower  with  foliage  that  is  thick  and  leathery,  making  it  practically  immune  to 

injury  by  insects  of  the  sucking  type  On  the  Roll  of  Honor.

Send  no  currency  unless  by  registered  letter. 

C.  O.  D.  We  will  ship  roots  C.  O.  D.  in  which  case  the  customer  pays  the  charges. 
No  plants  are  sent  C.  O.  D.  as  this  causes  delay. 

Responsibility.  We  guarantee  our  product  to  be  true  to  name  and  to  reach  you  in 
good  growing  condition,  but  will  in  no  way  be  responsible  for  the  crop.  In  case  of 
error  on  our  part  we  will  gladly  replace  or  refund  the  purchase  price  of  any  article, 
that  does  not  prove  true  to  name,  it  is  mutually  agreed  between  the  purchaser  and 
ourselves,  that  we  shall  not  at  any  time  be  held  responsible  for  a  greater  amount  than 
the  original  purchase  price  of  the  goods.

Seeds  are  exempt  from  this  ruling,  and  may  be  shipped 
into  Canada  without  a  permit.  Dahlia  roots  come  under  the  classification  of  Nursery 
Stock.  This  ruling  must  be  complied  with  in  order  to  make  delivery  and  we  ask  you, 
in  the  event  of  an  order,  to  secure  this  permit,  advising  us  of  the  number  of  same, 
that  we  may  mark  it  on  the  outside  wrapper.
